It is In 
plain' sight lu manj parts of New Jer- 
sey and can be seeu plainly from Great 
Egg Harbor bay and points along the 
Jersey coast. 


The station was built and operated 


| by "Germany until after the outbreak 


I of tae war. 
Many messages were re- 


ceived through it from Germany and 
sent from here to Germany. At the 
present time it is this country's sole 
means of communicating with Ger- 
many. The station at Sayville, X-. Y.. 
is capable of receiving wireless mes- 
sages from Germany, but it is unable 
to send them. 


Government army 
officers are in 


charge of the station, which is now 
controlled by this country. At various 
times there were reports of attempts 
to cripple the station, and the detailing 
of marines to keep "vvatcli over it was j 
another step in T'ncle Sam's protection I 
program.

tached falsely to words for genera- 
tions.—New York Morning Telegraph.
